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Elio Feragotti attended school Friday 
after being buried under an estimated 50 tons 
of snow that caught him as he played at the 
rear of his home on Second St., Thursday eve¬ 
ning. Only the prompt action of his parents and 
neighbors kept the lad from being a tragedy of 
the recent heavy snowfall. 

The miracle of his escape is more as¬ 
tounding when it is recalled that this grade 7 
student has been buried on three separate oc¬ 
casions without receiving injuries.

Shortly after the boy was re¬ 
moved from the snow a large 
knifS with a ten inch blade was 
found lying near the spot where 
the boys face had been and res¬ 
cuers state it is fortunate that 
the lad did not get stuck with 
the knife he was carrying when 
he was hurled down the hill in 
the snow for a distance of about 
50 feet. 

Elio stated that had taken a 
large butcher knife and had pro¬ 
ceeded up the side of the moun¬ 
tain on a rocky ridge and had 
intended to carve tunnels in the 
snow to the East of the rocky 
ledge. When he went to cross the 
snow he saw the snow crack and 
begin to slide below and above 
him He attempted to grasp a 
rock to hang onto but the force 
of the snow pushed him down the 
side of the mountain under the 
snow. The slide of snow is esti¬ 
mated to be about fifty feet long 
and from six to twelve feet deep 
and thirty feet wide. He also 
stated that he had not heard his 
father call but was just hollering 
for help. He stated that he 
thought he was dreaming. 

Mrs. Feragotti said that the 
family had lived here for twenty- 
five years and that this was the 
first time she had ever seen as 
much snow pile up on the usually 
bare hill. She also added that 
this was the third time her son 
had been buried as once when he

further examination it was re¬ 
vealed that Nishikawa had a 
smashed pelvis and severe injury 
to the pelvic bones and severe 
haemorrhage in the abdomen 
with the bowels and bladder be¬ 
ing severely lacerated. He fur¬ 
ther stated that cause of death 
was shock with intra abdominal 
haemorrhage and injury to the 
abdominal contents. He stated 
that the injured man was brought 
into the hospital about 11:00 a.m. 
and died at 1:40 pin. on the 
same day, January 27. 

Mines inspector Phillip Nelson 
of Bellevue was present at the 
inquest and questioned the wit¬ 
nesses. 

The next witness was John 
Grubisich foreman at the Lime 
Works who described the quarry. 
In his statements, Mr. Grubisich 
stated that he saw the rock 
start to fall and hollered to the 
workmen, two of whom got out 
of the way while Nishikawa was 
struck by the sliding rock. He 
stated that there was nothing 
out of the ordinary in view at 
the quarry to indicate danger and 
that Nishikawa was breaking rock 
at the time of the accident. He 
stated that when he rushed to 
Nishikawa that the deceased was 
laying on the ground with a flat 
rock about two hundred pounds 
laying on his back and another 
large rock laying underneath him. 


by the time he got there Grubi¬ 
sich had already removed the 
large rock off of Nishikawa. First 
aid was then applied and the in¬ 
jured man was removed to the 
hospital. 

John Skorya also an employee 
of the Lime Works stated that 
he had been working in the same 
place for the past couple of days 
and noticed that there had been 
a pretty bad face on the slide, the 
face being 12 to 14 feet high. He 
did not feel too bad about work¬ 
ing there as the rocks were fro¬ 
zen. 

After hearing the evidence, 
Mines Inspector Phillip Nelson 
questioned the men, asking as to 
why, if they felt this place was 
dangerous, did they not report 
the matter to the company or to 
himself. In reply, T. Kitaguchi 
asserted “Our background is well 
known in B.C. Anytime we have 
complained we were fired Now 
we know enough to keep our 
mouth shut.’’ 

John Grubisich, the foreman, 
answered this with the statement 
that we don’t fire anyone that 
complains. If there is any work 
that is dangerous to do, I would 
prefer to do it myself than send 
an employee in, he stated. 

Charlie Kitaguchi stated that 
if we complain that we don’t 
want to go into the quarry they 
send us home, then they can’t 


Sadijiro Nishikawa, 56 years of 
age, was born in Japan on Octo¬ 
ber 29, 1897 and came to Canada 
settling in Vancouver where he 
worked in the B.C. Cedar Lumber 
Company until 1945 when he 
came to work in the Lime Works. 
Surviving are his wife and a son 
Susumu at Sentinel, a son Harold 
at tech in Calgary, four-daugh¬ 
ters Sadie in Edmonton, Mrs. 
Charles Rose Kitaguchi at Sen¬ 
tinel, Mrs. Jim Lill Kitaguchi at 
Coleman and Mrs. Roy Martin 
Hayashi at Crow’s Nest.

A sample of barley, taken from 
a seed drill in Alberta last spring, 
contained the following weed 
seeds per pound; 856 wild oats, 
368 wild buckwheat, 272 stink- 
weed, 224 ball mustard, 156 
lamb's quarters. 

This is an extreme example of 
neglect of seed grain, says R. L. 
Pharis, supervisor of crop im¬ 
provement, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, but survey results 
indicate that too many farmers 
are content to sow Weed-infested 
seed grain. Of 1,119 samples taken 
from seed drills last spring, 37.5 
per cent, would not grade as seed, 
and were rejected; only 33 per 
cent, of the samples graded No. 
1 seed, the minimum standard 
for any farmer who cares about 
the quality of seed he sows.— 
Western Producer.

An invitation to join the Association and 
lend support to its efforts was extended to the 
Coleman Board of Trade by the Crows Nest 
Pass Tourist Bureau at the regular meeting on 
Thursday night. Representing the bureau were 
President J. Kerr, of Frank, and Director, J. 
Colewell of Coleman.

He asked Mr. Reid what was the 
position regarding Commissioner

We were stopped on the street 
the other day and asked to write 
an editorial regarding the horses 
that roam town during every 
cold spell. We agree that it is 
criminal that these animals must 
search in incinerators and gar¬ 
bage cans for their food, at most 
times cold and covered with snow. 

As for writing an editorial, we 
cannot see what good it would 
do. The type of person that would 
leave these horses to shift for 
themselves all winter would not 
pay attention to the editorial. 
What is needed is a local branch 
of the Humane Society to see that 
these things do not occur. 

With income tax coming up we 
are interested in the government 
action to increase payment to 
members. While reading the re¬ 
port we noticed that our own 
member had something to say. 

M. J. Coldwell, C.CF. leader 
tated that he thought the top 
pay for members should be $8,-

D. Filofilo Burned 
In Gas Explosion 

'Dante Filafilo was hospitalized 
last week with burns to the face 
as the result of a gas explosion 
at his place of business. 

Mr. Filafilo entered his busi¬ 
ness place in Blairmore not 
knowing that the gas radiant 
had gone out. Leaving the door 
open as he entered he was not 
able to smell the fumes of leak¬ 
ing gas and proceeded to light a 
match to ignite the radiant. The 
gas having accumulated in the 
building resulted in an explosion 
that blew out four panes of glass 
and burned Mr. Filafilo. Mr. Fil¬ 
afilo is the proprietor of Danny’s 
Trucking Company and the agent 
for Luna-Gas Propane. 


In addressing the meeting, Mr. 
Kerr stated that the bureau had 
been formed last fall and since 
that time has done considerable 
work. At the present time they 
are ready to release a pamphlet 
dealing with the Crow’s Nest 
Pass. Going into detail regarding 
the lack of tourist business lo¬ 
cally and the vast benefits that 
would be derived from Increasing 
this business, he showed the ar¬ 
tists layout of the pamphlet and 
described the method of distribu¬ 
tion. The Provincial government 
has expressed willingness to as¬ 
sist, and have offered free map 
stock to the bureau. This stock 
shows a complete map of Alber¬ 
ta on one side, the other being 
blank for the printing of the lo¬ 
cal matter. Twenty thousand cA 
these pamphlets are estimated to 
cost the bureau $800. Additional 
expense such as mailing will bring 
the bureau’s needs to $1,000 which 
they hope to receive from the 
towns comprising the area and 
stretching from Port Macleod to 
Cranbrook. 

Fernie Board of Trade are ac¬ 
tive in the work and are plan¬ 
ning a tour of American points 
such as Spokane, Helena, and Mis¬ 
soula this spring. Such a trip 
coupled with the idea of circle 
tours through this area, a new 
paved road from Waterton to 
Pincher and the strategic distri¬ 
bution of tourist literature can do 
a great deal to increase trade 
locally. 

The speaker called upon the 
Board of Trade for membership 
in the bureau and the assistance 
of a couple of members to help 
in canvassing the town for dona¬ 
tions. A schedule of rates has 
been drawn up based on on-high¬ 
way and off-highway business 
places. This rate was not avail 1 - 
able at the meeting so that mem¬ 
bers could check it, the speaker 
promising to send a copy so the 
matter could be looked into and 
discussed at a later date. 

In opening the regular session, 
the new proxy Horace Allen ex¬ 
pressed his wish to carry on the 
same work that has been evident 
under the leader-ship of J. R. 
Hill during the past three years. 
Two lady members, Mrs. C. Rol¬ 
lins and Mrs. P. Meroniuk, and 
a new male member, F. DeCecco, 
were introduced to the meeting. 

During the reading of the min¬ 
utes, Mr. Aboussafy asked that 
the motion reading “the auditors 
report was accepted with reser¬ 
vations’’ should be altered to read 
“with recommendations” as the 
former was misleading. The re¬ 
commendations call for a finan¬ 
cial committee to be set up to 
formulate a system that all would 
follow in rodeo matters thus per¬ 
mitting a direct check, conse¬ 
quently making an audit possible. 

Rodeo matters discussed the 
possible date, this matter being 
left until J. Wilkie can obtain 
more concrete information.

Mayor Aboussafy reported on 
the audit of the books for the 
Talent Show, The Anniversary 
Booklet and the Auction Sale, re¬ 
commending that they be ac¬ 
cepted. 

Herbicide Injury 
To Seedlings 

OTTAWA, Ont. — The use of 
2,4D or other weed killer in or 
around greenhouses and hotbeds 


where vegetables or tobacco trans¬ 
plants are being grown is a dan¬ 
gerous practice', warns J. C. 
Fisher, extension officer, Science 
Service Laboratory, Harrow, Ont. 
Even an imperceptible drift of 
the fumes of the weed killer to 
the plant-growing site is enough 
to severely stunt or retard the 
tender seedlings. Symptoms of 
2,4D injury closely resemble those 
caused by virus diseases, result¬ 
ing as they do in distortion of 
leaves, clearing of veins, thicken¬ 
ing and malformation of items 
which invariably become brittle. 
Seedlings of tomato, tobacco, 
pepper and muskmelon are par¬ 
ticularly susceptible to such in¬ 
jury, Mr. Fisher says. 

Damage to seedlings is also of¬ 
ten caused by leaving 2,4D or 
similar herbicide containers near 
the seedling beds. Even though 
such containers may be empty, 
enough fumes will be given off 
from them to be hazardous for 
jury occurs as well, when spray¬ 
ers which previously contained 
herbicides are used to apply in¬ 
secticides or fungicides to the 
seedling crop. It is almost impos¬ 
sible to render the sprayer suf¬ 
ficiently free from the herbicide 
residue that it can be used safely 
on tender seedlings. To avoid in¬ 
jury to seedlings, therefore, it is 
advisable to keep herbicide sprays, 
sprayers and containers as fa.r 


from the seedling beds as possible.

Padre Harry Moss 
Makes Appeal 
For Polio Aid 

Padre Harry Moss, D.C.M., 
Legion Chaplain appeals to Cole¬ 
man and District on behalf of 
the Polio Campaign to be con¬ 
ducted by the local 'Legion Branch. 
Dear Sir: 

I am most grateful to you that 
through the medium of The Jour¬ 
nal this appeal may toe brought 
to the notice of your readers and 
the public. The campaign being 
conducted by the Legion to raise 
funds lor the purpose of com¬ 
batting polio in the province is 
without doubt the most urgent 
and vital necessity of our time. 

The Crow’s Nest Pass has been 
most fortunate up to now in not 
experiencing this dread complaint 
While in many other places polio 
has strickened whole communities 
and caused suffering, grief and 
death among people irrespective 
of age or sex. 

Last October I received word 
that a little godson of mine had 
contacted polio and I at once 
journeyed 600 miles to visit him. 

This small fellow of four years 
living out upon a farm in the 
heart of the bush country sur¬ 
rounding Rocky Mountain House 
was taken to the Red Cros3 Hos¬ 
pital In Calgary. Another family 
upon a farm close by also had a 
small son and daughter go down 
with polio. The boy was sent to 
the Calgary hospital with my god¬ 
son. The girl was not too seriously 
affected. The very next morning 
after my arrival the news came 
of a young wife and mother of 
four children also .from a farm 
in the same co mmuni ty had been 
taken to the town hospital and 
within a few hours died. This wo¬ 
man was 28 years of age. 

There is no need to dwell upon 
the fear and terror which filled 
the hearts of all in that farm¬ 
ing community. 

I visited the two children fre¬ 
quently and regularly in the Cal¬ 
gary Red Cross hospital and 
made my personal reports of then- 
welfare to the parents. I am hap¬ 
py to say that my godson was re¬ 
leased from hospital around 
Christinas time. The other boy 
remains. Both are making splen¬ 
did progress and our prayers are 
that they will be restored to 
health and not left crippled. I 
recall the father on the farm 
saying to me “Padre, you know 
we hear about polio, but never 
knew it would hit us out on the 
farm”. When I enquired if there 
was any way I could help materi¬ 
ally or otherwise he replied “If 
you or any other want to help 
for God’s sake send the Red Cross 
a donation They are doing every¬ 
thing for my child.” ... I would 
appeal to Coleman and district in 
these words of a father of five 
little ones *Tf you want to help 
for God’s sake send a donation 
to the Red Cross”. When the 
Legion canvassers call at your 
home remember this father, his 
small son, and all the many par¬ 
ents and children suffering be¬ 
cause of polio. If you are in Cal¬ 
gary a visit to the Red Cross hos¬ 
pital will convince you of the vi¬ 
tal need for this campaign. Please 
give and generously. And God will 
bless you.

Although in some respects, the farm picture is not as 
good as it has been in the past three years, the 1953 crop 
is second largest in history and its quality has rarely been 
better. Prices for many farm products are reasonably stable 
and prospects for marketing most grains and a large volume 
of livestock products are at least fair. 


This was the appraisal made by 
Manitoba’s minister of agricul¬ 
ture, Hon. R. D. Robertson, in, a 
recent “Provincial Affairs” broad¬ 
cast. 

Mr. Robertson forecast that in 
1954, livestock production gener¬ 
ally will be higher than it has 
been for some time. The new 
variety of rust-resistant wheat 
will be available in small quanti¬ 
ties for individual farmers, he 
added, and it should be possible 
to increase stocks to take care of 
most of the demand in 1955. 

Although the large grain crop 
created some concern regarding its 
delivery and sale, the minister 
said, movement to date is encour¬ 
aging. Approximately 45.3 per 
cent, of total stocks available for 
delivery have been delivered, he 
added. 

Despite above - average yield 
throughout the province, some 
areas suffered considerable dam¬ 
age due to unsatisfactory seeding 
conditions and excessive rainfall 
later. Several types of aid are 
available to take care of the situ¬ 
ation, Mr. Roberts stated, but 
should they prove inadequate, the 
government has indicated it will 
reconsider the situation in flooded 
areas. 

To assist repair to major dam¬ 
age caused to such capital works 
as drainage, bridges and roads, the 
province adopted a policy of 
restoration which to date has cost 
$235,000. This does not include 
federal assistance through P.F. 
R.A. projects nor municipal con¬ 
tributions, it was pointed out. 

In drainage maintenance dis¬ 
tricts, the government agreed to 
pay five-sixths the cost of restor¬ 
ing these works, the remaining 
one-sixth to be borne by the dis¬ 
trict. Outside the drainage main¬ 
tenance districts, the provincial 
government agreed to assist mu¬ 
nicipalities on the same basis as 
the original roads, bridges, etc., 
had been built; i.e., if initially the 
government had paid two-thirds 
the cost of a road, then it agreed 
to assume two-thirds cost of re¬ 
storing the same road.

In each case, if the financial 
burden proves too great for the 
municipalities, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment will carry the entire cost 
of the projects up to a period of 
two years. 

Legislation has also been de¬ 
signed to assist farmers who, due 
to poor harvest conditions, are un¬ 
able to supply either feed for live¬ 
stock or seed for the following 

sar. 

Responsibility for such assist- 

ice rests with the municipalities, 
the minister stated, because mu¬ 
nicipal counsellors are in a much 
better position to know local con¬ 
ditions and individual cases and 
therefore decide what assistance 
is required. 

Should a municipality be finan¬ 
cially unable to give assistance in 
this regard, however, it may apply 
to the' province to guarantee 
necessary loans. In unorganized 
territoy, the province takes the 
place of the municipality. 

Direct assistance in the form 
of food and clothing is also the 
initial responsibility of municipal 
councils, the minister said, but 
provincial assistance to munici¬ 
palities in giving such relief totals 
some $500,000 at present. 

Despite ■ requests from delega¬ 
tions, the situation has not been 
declared a national emergency, 
Mr. Robertson stated, because no 
request so far has been beyond 
the capacity of the municipalities 
or of the municipalities and prov¬ 
ince combined. 

Changes in the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act have been sug¬ 
gested by the provincial govern¬ 
ment which would allow more 
farmers to qualify for payments 
than the present set-up permits, 
Mr. Robertson stated. As Mani¬ 
toba farmers have not received 
over the years nearly as much 
money under the pact as pro¬ 
ducers paid in one per cent, de¬ 
ductions on their grain deliveries, 
he said, it is felt that they are 
entitled to special consideration 
under the act. 

The act must be amended to 
comply with the requests, how¬ 
ever, and no decision will be made 
by the federal government until 
the present survey being con¬ 
ducted in the province is com¬ 
pleted. 

It is not necessary, the minister 
emphasized, for any situation to 
be declared a national emergency 
in order that an application to the 
National Disaster Fund might be 
approved. 


Duncairn Dam 
Work Completed 

SWIFT CURRENT, Sask.—The 
renovation and improvement of 
Duncairn Dam has been completed 
by the P.F.R.A. following the dis¬ 
astrous floods of 1952 Spring, it 
has now been announced. The 
concrete spillway has been en¬ 
larged, strengthened, and is con¬ 
sidered a very safe structure. The 
conduit through the bottom of the 
dam has been lengthened and 
overhauled. This conduit allows 
for the delivery of water for rip¬ 
arian . rights and for irrigation 
water. Altogether, the Duncairn 
Dam and reservoir is in first class 
condition, and should require little 
maintenance for many years to 
come. It is one of the largest earth 
fill structures in Western Canada, 
being second to the St. Mary and 
Travers Dam in southern Alberta. 
There are many purposes it 
serves, including domestic water 
supply for the 25,000 acre tract 
between Swift Current and Morse.

Of Vancouver 

VANCOUVER. — A country 
school in the heart of Vancouver 
is giving tyro teachers bound for 
rural postings an idea of what is 
in store for them. 

Twenty-five children from seven 
to fourteen years of age are at¬ 
tending classes in the single class 
room. Like their country cousins, 
they wash up in tin pails and 
warm their mittens in winter 
bqfore a stove. 

Miss Helen Grier started the 
classes on the normal school 
grounds in 1941 and says the 
one-room unit produces the best 
adjusted children and the finest 
citizens. 

Recently the pupils staged a 
creative theatre program in the 
school auditorium, enacting 
scenes from children’s books. 

Miss Grier believes children 
should do their own creating, so 
there was no written script. Each 
performer extemporized. 

'We don’t choose our rural 
school children on their scholastic 
ability, but rather their ability to 
get along with one another," said 
Miss Grier. "Here they learn to 
work on their own. Older ones 
help the smaller ones. By keeping 
their ears open they pick up 
knowledge that often is years 
ahead of their grade.” 

Some students remain with 
Miss Grier from grade one to 
grade eight. 


|| NEW RAT BOOK || 

A new pamphlet on the com¬ 
mon rat, now available from the 
Manitoba Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, describes methods by which 
the rat problem may be kept 
down. The publication is also 
available from Manitoba agricul¬ 
tural representatives. 

Prepared by A. Savage, M.R. 
C.V.S., veterinary laboratory, Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba, the publica¬ 
tion describes rat poisons and 
other control methods. Unless 
these methods are used, frequent¬ 
ly or over a long time, the prob¬ 
lem is likely to recur, the paper 
warns. 

"Once the common rat has in¬ 
vaded a farm, granary or town, 
chances are it will persist and 
increase,” it is pointed out. Com¬ 
plete extermination of the rat 
should be the objective, the paper 
emphasizes.

Pincher Creek 
Oldtimer, L. E. Gareau 
Dead at 99 

Ludger E. Gareau, 99, who was 
associated with the famous fur 
trader Batoche of Batoche Cross¬ 
ing, Sask., in the stirring days of 
the Riel Rebellion in 1885, died 
at his home in Pincher Creek. 

Mr. Gareau was born Nov. 29, 
1855, in St. Jean, Quebec, and 
came west to Winnipeg in 1874. 
The next year he headed west 
into the fur country and was 
hired by Batoche. He remembered 
well that noted frontiersman. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gareau were mar¬ 
ried in St. Boniface in 1884 and 
they crossed the plains by covered 
wagon in 1886, settling at Pin¬ 
cher Creek. Mr. Gareau home¬ 
steaded seven miles west of town 
and ranched successfully until he 
retired in 1922 and moved to 
town. He was a member of the 
Roman Catholic faith. Eight 
children survive.
